It 
continued with o fnultloss, domineering 
win by the Englishman im the first 
qualifying hewt and it came to a fin, 
sustained climax a9 soon as the flag 
droppd to start the 42-lap final Hedman 
scorched off inte ibe lead pulling out a 
siirtlingly large margin immediately 
and pushing on alone ota faster and faster 
pace to o sound 20-eecond victory. The 
Champion's second win of the year pulled 
him right back into the midst of the year's 
tithe battle to a position only four points 
behind joint pointe leaders Alan Jones, 
who wie unable to stort this rece because 
of gearbox travaile, and Jackie Oliver, 
whe finished a good second to Hedman.

Defending World Driving Champion 
Niki Lauda, critically injured in a high- 
spend racing accident in the German 
Grand Prix August 1. was able to take fis 
first steps August 10 and bis doctor, 
professor Horst Lure of the Manoheim 
University Clinio, expremied daulicus 
optimism that Laude may be able to 
resume bis driving career. 

Landa received scolded lungs, burns to 
his head, face and bonds, « broken cheek- 
bone, injuries to his left eye and several 
breken ribs when his Perrarl 212T/2wont 
out of control on the second lap ef the 
German GP. Doctors said last week that 
his heart aod circulatory system were 
functioning in a nearly formal manner 
and that his breathing Was salistaotory. 


The only injured area still in question 
appears to be Lauda's lett eye, and if that 
heals properly. doctors feel Lauda proba- 
bly will be able to resume driving.
